NUMBER I.

A JOINT RESBOLUTION TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES
RELATING TO THE PENSION CLAIM OF H. B. HUNTRESS.

WaEereas, H. B. Huntress, whose name is now borne upon the
pension rolls of the United States, at the rate of four dollars per
month, was debarred from receivisg pension from the fourteenth
day of March, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, to the twenty-sev-
enth day of March, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, by reason of
legal obstacles, which provides that claims for pension shall be suc-
cesgfully prosecuted within five years from the date of discharge
from the military service: and

Waereas, The said H. B. Huntress, was unable to procure proper
evidence to complete his claim to pension within the term specified
- by law, viz., five years; therefore

Bs it Resolved by the Legislature of ths State of Minnesota.:

That our senators and representators in congress be, and they
are hereby requested to use their best endeavors to secure the pas-
sage of an act granting pension to the said H. B. Huntress, from
the fourteenth day of March, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, to
the twenty-seventh day of March, eighteen hundred and seventy-
one, the period of time for which pension has not been puid, at the
same rate per month as has been granted upon pension certificate
No. one hundred and nine thousand five hundred and twenty-one,
by the honorable commissioner of pensions. .

Resolved, further, That the governor of this state be requested to
forward to each of our senators and representatives in congress,
copies of these resolutions.
